Tn 1890 and 1891, with a huge moun- 
tain of loss impending on the Bank, the

From the former of these two tables 
it will be gathered that all the ports 
from Foochow to the northward showed 
an improvement, except Newchwang, 
Chefoo, and Shanghai; while the For- 
mosan and southern ports all showed 
a decline, except Pakhoi. ‘The latter 
table shows a much less decline in the 
import duty collected than we should 
have expected, considering the dis- 
organisation in trade universally at- 
tributed to the great fall in exchange; 
a considerable increase, as was to be 
expected in the export duty ; a heavy 
decline in the opium duty and likin, 
fally equalling the gain in the export 
duty, the loss in the import duty being 
made up by.a gain in the Yangtze coast 
trade deposits, which are really not 
revenue at all. ‘he differences under 
the other heads are too slight to need 
comment. : 

We may perhaps consider first the 
three exceptional northera ports which! 
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showed a decline in 1892. In New- 
chwang the decline was really only 
nominal, aud was entirely attributable 
to a falling-off in the demand for for- 
eign opium, the import of which 
during the quarter was ouly 31 piculs, 
against 78 piculs in 1891, and 124 
piculs in 1890. It does not seem at 
first sight much of a decline, but it 
means @ falling-off in the revenue of 
over five thousand taels, ‘The tonnage 
entered and cleared at Newchwang was 
a little more than in 1891: imports of 
cotton goods were generally larger, 
Indian yarn rising from Pls. 15,098 to 
Pls. 32,950. Metals too showed a coi 
siderable advance. Exports of the prin- 
cipal staples were up to last year’s, with 
the exception of raw wild silk, the 
supply of which has continually de- 
clined, the export in 1892 being only 
670 piculs, against 1,543 piculs in 1891, 
and 8,123 piculs in 1890. 'I'here is no 
internal transit at Newchwang. 

The decline in the revenue at Chefoo 
was not an important one, and left 1892 
still considerably in advance of 1890. 
There were small declines. under all 
heads except coast trade duty and 
opium duty, the loss in tonnage dues 
being proportionally very large, though 
the amount of shipping entered and 
cleared during the quarter was con- 
siderably larger than in 1891. It is, 
of course, more or less an accident at 
which, port a coasting steamer pays her 
tonnage dues, and the amount received 
in any quarter at any particular port 
gives no clue as to the amount of ship- 
ping that has visited the port during the 

narter, except in the case of ports 
frequented by ocean steamers. ‘I'he 
import of cottons and woollens into 
Chefoo was up to last year’s, Indian yarn 
rising from Pls, 28,888 to Pls, 24,516, 
while English yarn also rose from 
Pls, 282 to Pls. 378. ‘There was a very 
considerable decline in the import of 
metals, but foreign -and native sundries 
‘were well maintained, with the exception 
of sugar, for which seaweed was evidently 
very largely substituted in 1892. ‘The ex- 
ports were not up to last year’s, except in 
the case of silk of all kinds, aud white 
strawbraid ; no straw hats were shipped 
at all. ‘here is no internal transit at 
Chafoo. Winds were apparently very 
gentle in Chefoo in the last quarter of 
1892, the average force being in Octo- 
ber 2.15, in November 2.83, and in 
December 2.49 miles, per hour. 

In regarding the decline in Shanghai 
in 1892, over 12 per cent., or 200,000 
taels, we must remember that 1891 was 
some 65,000 taels better than 1890. 
The only heading under which there 
was no decline was tonnage dues, 
‘The tonnage entered and cleared during 
the quarter was a little larger than in 
1891. ‘I'he imports of Malwa were a 
little larger, but of Patua and Benares 
opium considerably smaller; and it is 
noticeable that native opium rose from 
Pls, 3,81 in 1890, and Pls. 174.88 in 
1891, to Pls. 646.53 in 1892. The 
import of cotton goods was on the 
whole smaller in 1892, though Indian 








yarn rose from Pls. 105,081; to Pls. 
155,819. This, however, was less than 
the import in 1890. Woollens and 
metals both showed a falling-off : in 
sundries, there was a considerable fall- 
ing-off in kerosene oil. In exports, we 
pick out a few staples from the table :

THE PANAMA SCANDAL IN THE 
CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES.

M. Qavaignac (son of the well-known 
General Cavaignac) made a telling 
speech in the Chamber, declaring that 
the charges of corruption were not 
cleared up, and moved that further 
action was needed, pledging the Chamber 
to sustain the Government therein, 
This was voted by 445 to 3 amid great 
enthusiasm, and the placarding of the 
speech throughout France was ordered. 

Although M, Ribot declined to regard 
the motion as a censure on the Govern- 
ment, it is generally regarded as a fatal 
blow to the Cabinet. 

The success of M. Cavaignac renders 
him likely to be the successor of M. 
Carnot.

THE HOME RULE BILL, 
London, 18th February. 

The Home Rule Bill has for its 
object to establish a legislature in Dub- 
lin to administer purely Irish affairs, 
consisting of a Legislative Council of 
forty-eight members appointed for a 
term of eight years, and an Assembly 
of 103, the first members of it being 
elected to serve for five years. ‘The 
Viceroy to be non-political and exempt 
from religious disability: to be appoint- 
ed for six years: to receive from the 
Sovereign full devolution of executive 
power assisted by an executive com- 
mittee of the Irish Privy Council, to 
give assent to Bills, or exercise a veto, 
under its advice, The Irish Mem- 
bers retained at Westminster, whose 
number is fixed at eighty, are to be 
excluded from voting upon Bills and 
Motions whose subject is expressly con 
fived to Great Britain. 

The Judges are to be irremoveable, 
The Constabulary is to be gradually 
but not abruptly dissolved, the Viceroy 
controlling it during the transition 
period. ‘They are afterwards to be 
replaced by local police under Irish 
control. Veleod is to contribute an 

juitable share of the Imperial ch: 
The hish Parliament is txoluded from 
dealing with the Customs, Excise, Post 
offices, and ‘Telegraphs; and the Parlie~ 
ment will meet on the first ‘Tuesday in 
September. 

Mr. Gladstone in his peroration de- 
clared that these proposals were inspired 
by the desire to redeem the charactor 
of England from past dishonour, and to 
magnify the strength, greatness, glory, 
and union of the Empire: while the 
only alternative would be a demand for 
the repeal of the Union. 

THE DEBATE ON THE HOME 

RULE BILL. 
London, 14th February. 

Mr. Balfour denounced the Home 
Rule Bill as. bastard combination of 
the Federal, Colonial, and British 
systems. He said that Ulster’s rights 
were ignored, and the financial pro- 
posals were equivalent to the payment 
of a war indemnity to victorious forces, 

Mr. Redmond applauded the principle 
of the Bill, but said that it contained 

defects, which must be remedied 
before the Bill would be acceptable as a 
final solution of the difficulty. 

Sir E. Clarke criticised the details, 
especially the retention of the Irish 
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members at. Westminster, and the 
absence of any safeguard for Ulster. 

‘Phe Opposition will resist the Bill 
to the utmost. Mr. Sexton generally 
approves the Bill. . The Unionist 
denounce the Bill, and the Lil 
papers cordially approve it.

The Free Press, however, praises grently the 
attitude assumed by the Governor-General 
‘of French Indo-China, M. de Lanecsan 
towards Sinm and of the rench Minister- 
Resident at Bangkok, and belicves that if the 
Siamese only show a little less off-handed- 
ness in there dealings with France, and meet 
the French claims with courtesy, fairness, 
and firmness, every dificulty between the 
two Powers can be readily settled,

Starting from Teh 
an on the 22nd September with three 
attendants, whom he had engaged in that 
city, aud seven mules and three 
horses, he journeyed through those in- 
hospitable tracts so well described by 
Colonel Mounsey in his well-kuown story 
of A Journey through Persia. A long 
and weary journey it proved to be, and 
although between twenty and thirty ‘miles 
were covered each day, it was not till 
the 16th December that’ the distance be- 
tween Teheran and Bushire, roughly some 
eighteen hundred miles, was accomplished. 
During the journey, the whole party were 
attacked by cholera, which was raging in 
some ofthe districts they passed through, 
The Count himself suffered from a some- 
what severe attack, while two of lis follow- 
ers succumbed to the malady. ‘The Count 
attributes his salvation toa supply of Creolin

tive of the voyage. Special articles on the 
scenery and life of the lands visited will be 
sent home, and anything in fact that the 
spirit moves the party to write 
upon paper. ‘The itinerary of th 
is subject to modification in 
‘The idea is to keep out of the beaten path 
of travel as much as possible, but not to 
miss anything worth seeing. As arranged 
now the specially chartered vessel, which 
has been named the Sargasso, will sail 
from New York in February for the West 
Indies, Many of the groups of islands in 
the Pacific will afterwards be visited, and 
also Jagan, China, Corea, and India, ’ The 
trip will be extended to Australia and New 
Zealand, and thence to the Cape of Good 
Hope. ‘Sailing up the west coast of Africa, 
the expedition will enter the Mediterranean 
and afterwards proceed home. 





























‘Tue Ceyrran Astax Questiox.—Al- 
though the English press, a well-informed 
correspondent at home writes to an Indian 
contemporary, is saying litle and probably 
knows even less'about the latest aspects of 
the Central Asian question, the subject 
has by no means been dismissed from the 
official mind, People who are behind the 
scenes have been not a little amused at the 
rumours which are industrivusly circulated 
as to,what China may be meaning to do on 
the Pamirs. It might be difficult to trace 
these rumours directly to the Chinese 
Legation in Loudon ; but it is easy to 
understand that the representatives of the 
Peking Government would like to have 
them believed. The theory that China is 
both able and willing to assert her histori- 
cal rights on the Roof of the World would 
add_not inconsiderably to the prestige of 
the Legation. There is reason to suppose, 














however, that whatever view may be taken 
at the London Foreign Office, the autho- 
rities to whom the Secretary of State for 
India looks for guidance are by no means 
inclined to rely too confidently either on 
the power or good-will of China, Tn any 
case the notion that Englind and China 
might combine to offer joint opposition to 
Russian encroachments may

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THE PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL. 
At 18th Feb, 
‘Tue Sword of Justice has fallen with 
its full weight on the directors of the 
Panama Canal Company and one of the 
contractors, a man whose ingenu- 
ity and enterprise have made his name 
a household word all over the world. 
‘he grand Francais, M. Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, who made the Suez Canal, and 
his son, M. Charles de Lesseps, who has 
been the virtual head of the Panama 
Company since his illustrious father 
has been incapacitated by age and dis- 
appointment, have been sentenced to 
five years’ Imprisonment and a nominal 
fine of three thousand francs. ‘The two 
other directors, Messieurs Cottu and 
Fontane, have been sentenced each to 
two years’ imprisonment and a similar 
fine ; while Me Eiffel has the same 
sentence. of two years’ imprisonment, 
but his fine, because, we must presume, 
he got the largest personal share of the 
spoils, is twenty thousand francs. By 
his own admission his profit out of 
contracts amounting to something less 
than one and a half millions sterlin; 
was nearly one million, which coul 
not possibly be a legitimate proportion. 
‘The French Press, e learn, ve ina ‘i 
mous in deploring the severity of these 
sentences, especially that on M. Fer- 
dinand de Lesseps. A sentence of five 
years’ imprisonment on a man of eighty- 
eight, who has been almost worshipped 
by his countrymen, and who has done 
so much for the world, and for the pride 
and glory of France, seems a terribly 
severe ove. But if it be true that he 
was not eveu iv a condition to be told 
that any legal proceedings had been 
taken against him,the sentence,we must 
hope, is only recorded, and no attempt 
will be made to enforce it. French law 
allows appeal in criminal cases, and of 
this all the convicted will avail them- 
selves. 

In the latest number of the Nineteenth 
Century, M. Yves Guyot, Deputy and 
ex-Minister of Public Works, discusses 
the Panamal Canal Scandal in an article 
headed “ 02 allons-nous?” To him the 
outcry against all those implicated in 
the Canal is due to a combination of 
fractions of the Republican party, led 
by M. Goblet and M. Clémenceau, who 
saw that unless some burning question 
could be brought forward, next year’s 
elections would give a strong govern- 
mental majority, aud their réle would 
be ended. ‘They made a secret alliance 
with the Boulangists and the Socialists, 
aud M. Loubet was hypnotised by them 
to asurrender of the Republican majority 
and of the first: principles of public order 
and government at Carmaux. M. Loubet 
fell and M. Ribot has succeeded him, 
but it was hard to find a Minister strong 
enough to resist the demands of the 
Parliamentary Commission of Enquiry, 
headed by M. Brisson, who thought he 
saw in that position a step towards the 

Succession to M. Carnot. To. this ir- 


sible Commission the grant of 
judicial powers was only refused by a 
majority of 271 votes against 266, and 
in. the majority there were. eight 
Ministers. 

M. Guyot may be right in attributing 
the first outcry to a conspiracy of Jesuits, | 
Boulangists, and Socialists; but it has 
gone beyond that now. ‘The French as 
a People are strict in money matters, 
and they do not like corruption, and we | 
know now that the Chamber of Deputies 
is practically unanimous in determining 
that the scandal shall be probed to the 
bottom. In a telling speech M. de 
Cavaiguac moved a resolution to the 
effect that the charges of corruption 
are not cleared up, and that. farther 
action is needed, in which the Chamber 
pledges itself to support the Govern- 
ment; and this was carried by a 
majority of four hundred and forty-five 
to three ; it being farther ordered that 
M. Cavaignac’s speech shall be pla- 
carded throughout France. ‘The father 
of M. Cavaignac, General Cavaiguac, 
was recalled from Algiers in the revo- 
lution of 1848, and made military 
dictator of Paris, and the son as a boy, 
we are told, under the Empire proved 
his republicanism by refusing to receive 
a school-prize at the bands of the 
Prince Imperial. The son is now the 
hero of the hour and the popular voice 
designates him as the successor of M. 
Carnot. 

Bad as the Panama scandal is, it 
might have been worse. Of the sixty 
nillions sterling drawn ftom the pockets 
of the thrifty in France only some 
twenty millions have been thrown away 
on the Isthmus. ‘I'he rest has remain- 
ed in France, some of it in dividends 
and prizes to the shareholders, the ma- 
jority of it in the pockets of brokers, 
journalists, financiers, and contractors. 
‘That the result of the scandal will be the 
overthrow of the Republi, we do not 
fear, The nation is Republican now by 
conviction, and there is no pretender 
with any chance of success. M. Ribot’s 
Ministry may fall and M. Carnot, findin 
it impossible to form a Cabinet that will 
last out of the present materials, may 
resign, or there may be a dissolution ; 
but, according to M. Guyot, “this 
storm will pass, as so many others have 
done. ‘The pretenders will cease their 
agitation ; and the elections of 1894, 
we will hope, will give a solid govern- 
mental majority of Republicans.” We 
cannot believe that Messrs. Goblet and 
Clémenceau will work to put Victor 
Napoleon on the throne. The Boulan- 
gists. have no name to conjure with, 
and the Comte de Paris lacks energy, 
even if he had not discredited himself 
by his temporary alliance with General 

ulanger. But it is impossible to 

redict with any certainty what will 
Papen in France. It was hoped when 
the last mail left that the Deputies 
would re-assemble in a calmer mood 
after their Christmas holidays, and 
would be content with allowing the law 
to take its course with the directors of 





been disappointed, and it may be that 
the Saturday Review is right in the 
conclusion of its latest article on the 
situation in France :— 

“M. Jules Simon says that it is all 
a question of the corruption of # few; 
but unhappily that is not so. It is a 
question of a whole political party 
mixed up in financial speculation and 
with financial speculators, putting itself 
under obligations to ‘them, and using 
its official position to push its private 
fortunes if not by vulgar bribery, at 
least by sharing in Stock Exchange 
gambling with financiers who give good 
terms to men who may be useful to 
them, ‘This cannut be corrected by 
j allowing those of the party who have 
{not been found out to punish those 
who have. . ‘I'he constituents are much 
more likely to think that a clean sweep 
is wanted, and this is another name for 
revolution.” 








CHRISTIAN CONVERTS AT 
CHANGSHA. 
14th Feb, 

Iy another column will be found a very 
interesting letter from Dr. Griffith John, 
recounting the recent experiences of 
two native converts at Changsha, the 
capital of Hunan. All foreigners in 
China have recognised the great services 
that Dr. John has rendered, in tracing 
out the main cause of the Anti-foreign 
Riots of 1891. When Viceroy after 
Viceroy owned that the riots were 
mainly caused by the dissemination of 
foul tracts and placards, but declared 
that it was impossible to discover their 
authors, Dr. John set himself to work 
to discover the source of these ob- 
scenities aud tracked it down to the 
province of Hunan, then to the capital 
of Hunan, Changsha, and then to 
the individual author, Chou Han, He 
it was who directed Sir Johu Wal- 
sbam’s attention to this truculent old 
Confucian, and it was through him 
that the orders went from the Throne 
that Chou Han was to be suppressed. 
The Viceroy at Wuchang accordingly 
sent a deputy to Changsha, but the 
mission was fruitless ; Chou Han was 
mad, he was not to be found, his arrest 
was impossible. The Governor of Hu- 
nan was moved to another province, 
and a more enlightened official, Wa ‘Ta- 
chéng, who had many foreign friends 
and was believed to look somewhat 
favourably on foreigners and their ways, 
was sent to Changsha in his place. 
Chou Han meanwhile was supposed to 
have received such a warning that he 
would not dare to break out again, 

From Dr. John’s letter of the 6th 
instant we learn unfortunately that 
Chou Han is very far from being crushed, 
and that we cannot put much confidence 
in the friendieness of Wu Ta-chéng. It 
is quite possible, indeed, that H. E. Wu’s 
reputation for friendliness to foreigners 
has been so damaging to him with the 
Hunanese—it will be remembered that 
they proposed at first to forcibly oppose 





the Panama Company. : This hope has 


his entrance into. the province—that he 
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does not dare to display his real feeling. 
We learn that two London Mission 
Hunanese converts, Messrs. Preug and 
Yen, went on their own account—not 
ts the servants of the Mission—to 
Changsha in December last to sell 
Christian books and preach the Gospel. 
‘They got on very well with the 
people, who listened to them respectfully 
and bought their books. So secure 
did they feel that when they met by 
chance two men engaged in selling 
anti-foreign literature, they did not 
hesitate to point out the illegality the 
latter were committing, aud the men 
apologised and begged forgiveness. 
Mr. P'eng was invited to visit a man in 
very good position, Mr. Jen Chen-siang, 
fa late Major-General in Kuang 
tung, who lives in a large house about 
forty li from Changsha, and was recently 
successfully operated on for hare-lip 
at the London Mission Hospital at 
Hankow. Mr. Peng was well enter- 
tained by Mr, Jen, who invited some 
score of his. literary friends to meet 
‘Mr. Peng at dinner, and they listened 
courteously while he told them about 
Christianity. Mr. P'eng returned to 

* Changsha full of satisfaction with his 
visit. In Changsha the Christians met 
regularly at the house of Mr. Siau, 
another convert, where regular Christian 
services were carried on, and constantly 
attended by outsiders, who went away 
pleased with what they saw and heard. 

But these halcyon days were not to 
last. I'he news of the progress the 
enemy was making actually inside the 
works came to the ears of Chou Han, 
and he sent on @ reconnaisance a Mr. 
‘Teng, a member of one of the families 
whose publishing house was closed, 
because they issued Chou Han’s anti- 
foreign tracts. He found that the 
reports were true, and came back with 
a number of his friends, demanding 
that Mr. Peng should be delivered to 
the mob, and beaten, Mr, P'eng was 
fortunately absent on this occasion, and 
then the magistrate sent a constable 
who asked for: copies of the Christian 
books which were given him. We need 
not recapitulate the details so graphic- 
ally given by Dr. John. In the end 
the Christian converts were driven out 
of Changsha and had to return to Han- 
kow, the Changsha district magistrate 
beivg made use of by Chou Han to 
bring about their expulsion. 

"Phere are ove or two points in this 
story worth notice. It was not the 
people who showed any opposition to 
the Christian propaganda carried on by 
Messrs. Peng and Yeu. The people 
were quite ready to hear them aud to 
buy their books, and showed uo animo- 
sity whatever. As usual, it was the 
officials who interfered. Urged on by 
Chou Han, the district. magistrate was 
the man who, in Dr. John’s words, 
determined “that the profession and 
propagation of Christianity shall not be 
tolerated in the capital of Hunan.” 
Now this action on the part of the 
district magistrate is absolutely ille- 
gal. ‘The treaties provide that native 





Christians may: carry. on their. reli- 
gion unhindered, and this has: been 


confirmed from time ..to time, in| 


Imperial Edicts. The Imperial Decree 
of the 13th of June, 1891, said: “The 
religion of the Western countries simply 
admonishes people to become virtuous, 
and the native converts are Chinese 
subjects under the jurisdiction of the 
local officials. ‘The religions aud peoples 
ought to exist peaceably side by side.” 
In their memorial about Chou Han 
which appeared in the Peking Gazette 
of the eth and 29th of May last, the 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung and the then 
Governor of Hunan acknowledged that 
“the preaching of Christianity is per- 
mitted by treaty, and it is of their 
own free will that Chinese become 
converts.” They proposed, and the 
Emperor approved, that Chou Han 
should be cashiered, kept ‘under sur- 
veillance at his home at Ninghsiang, 
and not allowed to come to Changsha 
at all, Apparently Wu Ta-chéng 
has allowed the Imperial Decree to be 
disregarded altogether. Christianity 
may not be preached in Changsha ; 
Chou Han is allowed to come there, 
and to carry on his anti-Christian work. 
No doubt Consul Gardner has reported 
all thisto Mr. O’Conor,who will make the 
necessary representations to the Tsungli 
Yamén. We should not be sorry to hear 
that when the water rises again Consul 
Gardner is going to Changsha on the 
Esk, to remonstrate in person with the 
Governor on his culpable neglect to 
protect the Christian converts and en- 
force the Emperor's decree. 





THE REAL BOOKBURNER.

In the successful career of the Emperor 
Ch'in She Huang his Prime Minister 
Li Sze played a highly important part. 
The Emperor himself was a man of 
great ability and firm will, but he could 
not have done what he did without the 
help of his General Meng Kwa and his 
Minister Li Sze. ‘his able minister of 
absolutism was well trained iu Chinese 
learning, being a pupil of Sitin Ching, a 
teacher of politics, who said that evil is 
natural to men, and exercised a great 
influence by his writings. He aimed by 
acquired learning to attain riches and a 

sition of influence, and therefore 

aving become a master in statecraft 
he said farewell to his instructor and 
proceeded from Honan, his home, to the 
Chiin Kingdom in the north-west of 
China. He was introduced to office 
tlirough tle aid of Lii Pu-wei who had 
the ear of the King and has written a 
valuable treatise ou the calendar and 
archeological subjects. He at once 
proceeded to lay plans for the complete 
suljugation of the remaining Kingdoms 
of China before the Emperor. Diplo- 
matic agents were to be appointed to 
travel with gold and precious stunes to 
be employed as preseuts, At the Courts 
of the princes rich gifts were offered to 
ministers of state. If they’ accepted 
them well. If-noti-they -were: to: be 








assassinated, - On ..the . communication 
of this schemé to She Huang he was 
charmed, and made Li Sze a minister of 
high rank, ‘The new minister aimed 
steadily at one thing, to make the 
Kingdom Ch'in co-extensive with China, 
and to give the King the imperial title, 
with. corresponding” despotic powers. 
As to the means to. be used he was 
unscrupulous, 

Li Sze’s ideas were revolutionary in 
more than one respect. It'was proposed 
by his enemies. that all foreigners 
should be sent back to their provinces. 
By this was meant that men of 'I'si or 
Lu, Ch‘u or ‘I'sin must not be in the 
public service of the Ch'in Kingdom; It 
seemed that they were not likely to:aid 
the King sincerely in his efforts to 
destroy the liberties of those States. 
Li Sze wrote a memorial in which he 
showed that the statesman ought to be 
valued not on account of the place of 
his birth, but for his abilities, fidelity, 
and general qualities. He appealed to 
the history ot the Ch‘in Kingdom. He 
showed that men of other States had 
aided in its development, ‘They had 
extended its boundaries ‘on all sides. 
He mentioned five persons, of whom one 
belonged to the Jung tribes’ on the 
west, and was therefore not a Chinese, 
With these men in office the annexa- 
tion of new territory had continued 
uninterruptedly. ‘The Kingdom of Ch'in 
had advanced from the Jung territory 
in Kansu, annexed Shensi'and part of 
Honan with Szechuan. ‘This the new 
Kingdom had been able to do by the 
sagacity of its counsellors. It would be 
well therefure, the memorialist said,’ not 
to drive out a class of men that had 
proved so useful, ‘Nhe principle that lay 
beneath this argument was imperialism, 
All China was to be reduced to a dead 
level under one man. Ifa path to power 
was opened for the capable statesman, 


{| and for those who know how to govern, 


others, it was that they might help the 
cause of abolutism. Whence came, asked 
the memorialist, the favourite. horses 
precious stoues, colours used in decora- 
tion, gold, and’ tin? Were they found 
in the Chin Kingdom or did they come 
from without? ‘The pretty things carv- 
ed from ivory.and rhinoceros horn, the 
swords, the hairpins aud earrings, were 
they not all brought from afar? 
Beautiful things were very acceptable, 
though produced in distaut places. So 
men from other kingdoms, having the 
power tobe useful, ought to be acceptable 
too. ‘he King felt the force of this plea, 
retained the pleader in this service, aud 
accepted the principle that men of any 
State might hold posts under govern- 
ment, 

Years passed and another question 
came up, that of the book burning. LiSze 
presented:to the Emperor a. memorial 
advising the destruction of all books, 
excepting those on medicine, astrology, 
divination and botany. His reasons for 
this mad procedure were boldness of cti- 
ticismon the part of theliterary class.''he 
acts of the government were condamiied, 


‘The past was appealed to against’ tlie 
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present. Plausible arguments confused 
people's ‘minds about facts in a way 
detrimental to the new universal mon- 
archy which the Chin sovereign had 
succeeded in setting up. ° Books en- 
couraged men to speak ill of the gov- 
ernment, . If they were not destroyed 
there would be opposition still, and 
mischievons combinations of opponents 
would work unfavourably against the 
State, All books of poetry and history 
with the works of philosophers and 
political writers ought to perish, Let 
there be a term of thirty days fixed, 
‘and after this time let all persons in 
whose possession these books are found 
be tattooed on the face and banished 
for four years, with hard labour. If 
men they were to help in building 
strong walls; if women they should 
pound rice. ‘The despot approved the 
advice given, and the great book burn- 
ing took place three years before his 
death. The man who gave this advice 
deserves the reprobation of all man- 
kind. 

Cresar lived four years after the 
battle of Pharsalia. Ch‘in She Huang 
wore the imperial crown of all China 
eleven years. Napoleon the First, 
Emperor of the French, reigned ten 
years. Li Sze lived after the barning 
of the books four years. He appears 
to have felt no remorse for the book 
burning. ‘The next year more than 
four hundred lovers of the ancient 
books were put to, death as martyrs, of| 
literature. ‘They held fast to Confucius 
‘and his books, and were all buried alive, 
and the fact’ announced through the 
empire as « warning, But the cruel 
perpetrator of this deed Chin She Huang 
did not live to be an old man. He 
sent men across the sea to bring him 
the medicine of immortality, but he 
never received it. He died on an eastern 
progress in the year B.C. 210. ‘There 
were disputes about the succession. ‘The 
deceased emperor's will was not carried 
out. Li Sze and a powerful eunuch com- 
bined to set it aside. A younger son 
succeeded, and the same eunuch, Chau 
Kan, intrigued against the minister who 
stood in his way to higher influence. 
Li Sze was put to death with aggravated 
cruelty in the market place of the 
capital. He was one of the long roll of 
Chinese statesmen who have been be- 
headed in former dynasties after long 
service. He died a sacrifice to that 
absolutism to crown which with victory 
he had struggled so long. 
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THE FRENCH MAIL PAPERS.

In their opening articles the 
daily papers dealt. more with the future

On this, the first working morning of the 
New Year, the minds of all men natucally 
turn to tho labours and the problems it will 
bring. In politics, at all events, the outlook 
is one of mingled anxiety and hope. Within 
a few weeks’ time we shall be brought 
face to face a second time with a cons- 
tutional question of incalculable gravity. So 
vital are the issues at stake, and so uncertain 
are the turns and fortunes of party warfare, 
both in Parliament and in the conntry, that 
no intelligent Unionist will be disposed to 
enter upon the coming campaign * with a 
light heart.”

That one 
drive round the place was quite sufficient.

The Sacred Edict : with n translation of 
colloquial rendering, notea, and voeabu- 
lary: by F. W. Baller.

After the eager beginner, who is bravely 
endeavouring to muster the ditfculties of 
Chinese colloquial, has gone through the 
first forty chapters of the Ten Erh Chi or the 
introductory chupters of ny of the other 
guides to ‘a colloquial knowledge of the 
language he hears round about him, and 
has exhausted the limited stock of pifangs 
with which he has been in the habit of 
assailing his teacher, he naturally endea- 
vours to lay his hands on some book which 
is written in the every-day lauguage of 
the people, His choice is, however, very 
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limited, The Kuan-hua-chih-nan is a most 
excellent guide to mandarin, but it is the 
work of a foreigner, and manifestly » 
school book. Chinese novels are in some 
respects admirably adapted for the pur- 
pose, but every second page or so bristles 
with’ one or two columns either in verse 
or high-flown prose which have to be 
skipped, or which if dwelt on consume far 
too much valuable time. It is wich the 
greatest reluctance that a Chinese will 
allow suhua to flow from his pen, aud 
‘apart from the colloquial commentary 
on the text of the Sacred Edict we 
know of no purely native work that 
exclusively confines itself thereto. Thi 
commentary Mr. Baller has now rendered 
into English, xecompanying his translation 
with explanatory notes and » vocabulary 
which more or less forms a concordance to 
the work. Primarily intended for the 
junior members of the China Inland Mission 
it will prove a very useful addition to the 
libraries of other students of the language. 
‘The translation is a very literal and 
‘at the same time a very accurate one, 
and if Mr, Baller’s advice is followed and 
the phrases and sentence contained in the 
text carefully committed to memory, as 
the equivalents of the phrases used in the 
English version, there will be very few 
idens which the ‘student will be unable to 
ut into idiomatic Chinese. As he goes on

Referring to the temporary scarcity of 
rice, reported in our Jast issue, there has 
deen some small relief through the cargoes 
brought down by {the steamers Taku and 
Asinyu, though still altogether insufficient 
to allow of the price being lowered ; in- 
deed, so far from the chance of a reduc- 
tion, we are given to understand that there 
would have been a further rise but for the 
intervention of the mandarins, 

‘The fishermen have all returned for their 
New Year's holidxys, and are complaining 
bitterly of the bad’ luck they. have had 
through tempestuous weather in the best 
part of their season, The higher prices 
ig in consequence of limited supplies uf 
ave not paidtheio as well, they 8-y, a8 
a full supply would have dune. The mid- 
lo men havo had the best of i this season, 
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Agnin the Hua Hui 
ble fora large Gre in the city, In spite 
of the proclamations ordering it to be 
stopped it goes on with the same vivacity 
as ever. In this case a joss pidgin function 
was being held in a house to ascertain what 
the wiuning number might be, and, as was 
the case in the last fire that took place, the 
occupants of the house had not been 
careful to see that all the lights had 
been extinguished before retiring to bed. 
The consequence was that when the alarm 
was given by some neighbour, the fire that 
had broken out in the meantime had ob- 
tained such a hold on the building that they 
had only time to escape with their lives from 
the roof on to the adjoining house, ‘That 
also took fire and the flames had by this 
time grown go strong that two hundred 
houses were eventually destroyed before 
the fire could be got under. Some five 
hundred families have thereby been ren- 
dered homeless and are without means to 
carry them over the New Year. At thesame 
time the disaster materially affects uthers, 
as engagements made by these families to 
meet lixbilities in anticipation of the New 
Year settlement, cannot now be carried 
out, ‘The disaster itself and the consequent 
miseries have, as observed before, beeir 
brought about by the iniquitous Hua Hui 
lottery. The inherent spirit of gambling

Juuks passing either up or down 
to Shasi pull up before entering the Gorges 
and wait several days rather than bury 
themselves in these watery tunnels on the 
eve of their holiday, and others hurry down 
to be present in the merrymaking ; to say 
nothing of those which regularly trade to 
the port and delay their departure until 
the New Year has been weleomed. Thus, 
altogether, there is an unusuxl number of 
these hardy, uudesirable samshu-drinkers 
always on hand at the upper city of the 
plains during this season, Whe her they 
will be convent to drink theie wine and 
onjey themselves among themselves, or 
be induced to seek amusement i 
foreigners, by scheming apostl 
Han, remains to be seen. 

MISSIONARIES,

this city are reported to have been having 
a somewhat bad time in the junks during 
the recent cold weather.

However, it will all be arranged 
amicably enough, no doubt, as we all pride 
ourselves on our practical common s-nse— 
not to mention our modesty—at this end of 
the river; so it must rest ‘with private 
individual to bring us to close quarters 
with this matter at once, for we are a 
growing community. 
THE WASHERWAN. 

An equally important matter which has 
agitated our minds for some considerable 
time past has now been settled in the most 
satisfactory manner by the inhabitants in 
public meeting assembled. Numerous com- 
plaints have from time to time been mado 
by individuals coucerning the state of their

A FINANCIAL PANIC, 

‘Tho ‘ Wall Street” of this city ia in & 
fever of excitement over the unexpected 
collapse of two native banking houses, 
On the 25th instaut, a market day, when 
tens of thousands are wont to congregste 
at this city for the usual trafic of an un- 
usually large fair, a emall bank suspended 
payment and created such a panic that a 
“run” on all the banks was the inevitable 
result, A. financial pani 
especinlly hazardous, owing to the wide 
circulation of Weihien bau! within 
a radius of 200 li from the city. Fora 
Chinese city this is an unusual circulation, 
and is due not so much to greater confi- 
dence in our local bauks, as to the demand, 
on the part of the rural population, for a 
convenient curreney with which to carry 
on their petty traflic at the Weihion 
market. This feverish state of the local 
movey market is due to several causes, 
among which the most noteworthy is an 
inflated silver rate, which would astonish 
the finaveier. While silver is cheap in 
Shanghai, the rate in Weihien, reckoned 
in the copper-cash of the realm, has not 
been so high for ten years, Cor 
that this isolited city does bu 
Shanghai to the extent of a few hundrod 
thousand taels annually, thus depositing 
its sels bought silver in a market of

stretch of land in question is exposed to 
the full fury of. the torrent when it bursts 
through the arches of the Lukou Ch‘iao 
and under such conditions to ensure 
the strength of a strip of sandy bank, 
is more than human means can accomplish. 
For twenty li above the bridge and four 
below it, there has been a stone embank- 
ment from the days of the Chin and the 
Mongol dynasties ; and this, which has 
often been repaired, has always proved a 
reliable barrier. The country people say 
that the bed of the river is the same below 
the bridge as above, namely, a hard, stony 
bottom, into which stakes for fascines 
cannot ‘well be driven, while on the other 
hand it makes a good foundation for a 
wall, unlike the lower part of the river's 
course where the sandy bed is constantly 
eaten away, and a wall is always in danger 
of falling.’ The memorialist therefore 
proposes that stone embankment should 

‘made for about ten li, which would only 
cost from one hundred to two hundred 
thousond tacls. ‘This sum, though large, 
is nothing to.the cost of repeated repairs, 
not to mention the remission of taxes and 
poor relief, or the loss to the farmers 
themselves. The Viceroy Li Hung-chang 
is the officer responsible for the river, 
but he is already overburdened with his 
other duties, provincial business, admiralty 
and foreign affairs, so that he cannot give 
it the personal ‘supervision absolutely 
required. It would therefore be better 
for the Emperor to appoint an officer of 
high rank to act as the colleague of the 
Vicoroy in this matter.—Referred to Li 
Buung-chang. 

FAILURE OF CROPS IN KIRIN, 

The Governor of Kirin reports that there 
has beon a partial failure of the harvest in 
amany parts of the province.

One division of the ‘hang Shéng Brigade, 
and two of the Shou Tzi, have been de- 
tailed for duty at these barriers. ‘They have 
done their work admirably ; but as they 
are part of the local forces, they are re- 
quired for military duties when any 

isturbance takes place elsewhere. For 
instance, when the trouble at Ta‘tsu 
occurred this year, several companies of 
these men were called away from the 
barriers to put down the rebels.

Lo was 
so enraged that he resolved to kill all 
three of them, and came back towards the 
evening armed with a small iron chopper. 
With this he killed the three sisters, and 
rushing away from the house met Wu Li- 
k‘un and a friend. He struck at and 
wounded Wu, but was then secured and di 
armed.

SHANTUNG, REMOVAL OF PEOPLE IN 
FLOODED VILLAGES. 

In Shantung, between Chinan Fu and 
the'sea there are eight districts (Chous or 
Asivns), all of which haye a good many 
villages lying actually within the Yellow 
River embankments. The lands round 
these villages are perpetually submerged, 
and the inhabitants consequently in the 
greatest distress. As has already been 
announced in the Gazette the Governor has 
undertaken the task of transferring these 
people to more suitable spots ; and he now 
roports that their removal is accumplished. 
After the freshets of this summer the 
depth of the floods was greater than ever ; 
those people who had not yet left the 
villages were pretty nearly reduced to the 
condition of fish ; and they had to be taken 
away in boats. ‘The total number of fami- 
lies transferred amounts to 33,297, belong- 
ing to 350 villages. ‘The new villages built 
are 339, and the cost of the whvie under- 
taking is Tis. 326,115, The new villages 
are at various distances, from half a mile 
to two miles, away from the old ones. Asthe 
water retires in the winter and spring, they 
will be able to cultivate s of wheat. The 
Governor is much pleased with what he 
has effected, and remarks that officials of 
the Han Dynasty and the Ming Dynas 
have long ogo Goclared that the Semoval ct 
the population is an important matter in 
dealing with rivers. 

INSPECTION OF TREASURIES.

FORGERY OP AN OFFICLAL DOCUMENT. 
In the Governor of Shensi’s yemén there 
was o supernumery clerk named Chao, 
who had an acquaintaiace called Liu, a 
native of Kanchiian in Kiangsu. In the 
1873 Li An-chi, an official belonging 
to Tali in Shensi, bought Lin's sister as 
‘8 concubine and took her back to Shen-i, 
In 1880 Liu went to Shensi with a quantity 
of articles for sale, ebony chairs and 
tables, paintings, jade ornaments, and 50 
on, ‘this time Li An-chi’s ‘original 
chief wife was dead, and Liu’s sister, who 
had given birth toa son and two daughters. 
was promoted into her place. Liu went 
to pay his respects to Li An-chi, and in- 
duged him to buy a few tables and chairs, 
which were paid for in full at the time; 
but the rest of his things Liu sold to 
other persons. From that time forward 
Liu often went to Li An-chi’s house; and 
after the death of the latter, which oc- 
curred in two years time, the widow kept 
him in the house to help her look after 
her affairs. He, however, abused his posi- 

tion of trust and cheated’ her out of lar 
‘The suspicions of the deceased's 
in-law and other relations were 
gradually excited, and after a quarrel Liu 
jas turned out of the house. Liu imagined 
that relation named Li Pai-shun_ was at 
the bottom of this, He therefore, to 
revenge himself brought an action against 
Li Pai-shun, charging the defendant with 
Separating relatives and embezzling trust 
funds. However, he not only lest his ease, 
but was ordered to discontinue all relations 
with his sister, the widow, and to return to 
his own provinee. Instead of obeying, he 
went to Sian Fu and lived there quietly. 
Presently the widow, her son, and her 
mother-in-law, all died one after the other, 
and a family council selected an adopted 
gon for Li An-chi. When his sister's 
funeral ceremonies were being performed, 
Liu went to the house to take part in the 
Tamentations ; but the members of the 
family reminded him of the judgment 
which had been delivered against him and 
refused to let him enter the premises. 
Smarting under this rebuff he lodged a 
aint at the Governor's office, accusing 
EiPai-shun and the other members of the 
family of improper behaviour towards 
him, and stating that Li An-chi owed 
him’ Tis.

‘The case was referred to 
the local magistrate, who decided against 
Liu, and again sentenced him to be sent 
home. On the receipt of the magistrate’s 
report, the Governor confirmed the finding, 
and further ordered Liu to be deprived of 
his rank of licentiate av a punishment for 
his litigiousness. But. before he could be 
got hold of, Liu heard what, was impend- 
ing on him and disappeared. He, after a 
time, erme back to Sian Fu and formed 
‘an acquaintance with the clerk, Chao. 
Talking over the affair with Chao, he 
expressed his wish to pay off old scores 
ith the Li family and obtain some of 
ir money. If Chao could succeed in 
obtaining the reversal of the past decisions, 
get Li Pai-shun punished, and the price of 
the jade paid, Liu was willing to make 
him a very handsome present. “Chao was 
tempted by the bait and said that he 
thought he could manage the business. 
[As it was necessary that there should be 
some written proof of the debt, he asked 
for Liu’s old accounts, and by’ changing 
names and figures contrived to show a 
claim against Li An-chi. Be hoped that 
the judge would terminate the suit by a 
mise and order something to be 
paid to Liv, out of which he would get 























some recom Ho also decided that 
the case should be taken before the Taotai 
of the circuit, with whom it would have a 
better chance, as it had not been in that 
ofticer’s court before. Next he told Liu 
that he hada friend in the legal depart- 
ment at the Governor's, a secretary named 
Chang Shu-yen, who had promised that 
he would arrange for the case to be sent 
Before the Taotai and would secure a 
favourable decision. Liu therefore gave 
him Tis. 100 for Chang, and when Chao 
said this was not enough, he promised Ts. 
200 more in a few days, besides the large 
present which Chao was to have at the 
Successful termination of the case. Chao 
then made Liu write a petition to the 
Governor, which he took charge of. 
Having forged some instructions from the 
Governor, he attached them to the petition 
with a seal cut from an old paper, and 
despatched them to the Taotai in the 
ordinary course. About this time Liu’s 
wife noticed that Chao was frequently com: 
ing to their house, and asked her husband 
what it was about. Her husband told her 
what was going on and bade her be sure to 
keep it seeret. When the document reached 
the Taotai, that officer failed to notice the 
fraud, and summoned the parties before 
him, " But the case was decided as before ; 
and Liu got no benefit from the hearing. 
In due time the Taotai sent ina report 
which reached the Governor just as he 
returned from an oficial journey. There 
was thus a huge pile of papers waiting to 
beexamined, and i his harsy the Governor 
did not discover the forgery: As Chao was 
afraid of Liu’s recriminations after the 
failure of the suit, he pretended to b 
ill, obtained leave of absence and dis- 
appeared. Shortly afterwards Liu was 
taken sick and died, after again 5 
ing to his wife about the afair, of which 
he gave her a full account. As soon as 
Chang heard of his death he came back and 
recommenced his oficial duties. ‘Thinking 
that Mrs, Liu as a woman would be easily 
cheated, he went to her and demanded the 
reniainder of the money which he said had 
been promised to him, But she was not 
to be bullied, and a violent altercation 
ensued between them. Somehow the story 
came to the ears of the Governor, who at 
once caused Chao to be arrested, and Mrs. 
Liu to be summoned to give evidence. 
She told her story, and Chao confessed to 
its truth. There’ were only two matters 
in doubt, one whether he actually reocived 
‘Tis. 300, as she said, or only Tis. 100; the 
other, wrether the" secretary Chang re- 
ceived part of the money and was privy to 
the fraud. As to the first point Mrs. Liu 
did not appear to be positive, and direct. 
proof could only be obtained of the payment 
Of the smaller sum. ‘The latter is there- 
fore assumed to be the correct amount. 
On the second point, namely Chang's com- 
plicity, Chan's testimony wavered 
much.’ At first he asserted it 
and then, when confronted with Chang, 
withdrew it, saying that he had alleged it 
falsely in the hopes of shifting part of the 
blame on to the other man’s shoulders, 
the Governor states that the 
sentence which he has passed on Chao, is 
that of being sent into penal servitude in a 
malarious region on the Kuangsi or the 
Yunnan frontier.

‘The Governor of Shénsi, Lu Ch‘uan lin, 
reports a case of murder in which three 
sisters were killed by the lover of one of 
them. The circumstances were as follows : 
Lo Tai-ch‘én, a native of Hunan, lived 
Intely at Tetiyang Hsion in Shénsi as an 
agricultural labourer. His neighbour was 
a man named Wu Li-k‘un, with whom 





























lived his three unmarried sisters Wu Ssu- 


wa, Wu Man-wa, and Wu Jui-wa. Lo was 
often in his neighbour's house and had im- 
proper relations with Wu Ssu-wa, to whom 
he made presents of money and other 
things. This went on for some time, till 
at last Wu Li-k‘un got wind of the affair, 
and kept watch to detect the guilty pair. 
The latter always arranged their meetings 
when the other sisters were away, and Wu 
Li-k‘un coming home unexpectedly one day 
found Wu Ssii-wa and Lo T’ai-ch’én_alone 
in the house talking and laughing. Lo ran 
away, and Wu reproached and abused his 
sister so severely that she promised to have 
nothing more to do with Lo. On the 6th 
October this year Lo came again to Wu's 
house, when Wu Ssii-wa was alone there, 
and tried to induce her to renew relations 
with him. She refused and called in her 
sisters, and they all abused Lo. Lo was 
so enraged that he resolved to kill all 
three of them, and came back towards the 
evening armed with a small iron chopper. 
With this he killed the three sisters, and 
rushing away from the house met Wu Li- 
k‘un and a friend. He struck at and 
wounded Wu, but was then secured and dis- 
armed. In accordance with the law, LoT‘ai- 
ch*én has been executed by the slow and 
painful process, his property handed over 
to Wu Li-k‘un, and his wife banished, His 
wife when she became aware of his con- 
nection with the murdered girl did her 
best to induce him to give it up, but only 
received abuse and curses.—Rescript : Let 
the Board of Punishments report. 
THE TIBETAN TRIBUTE. 

K‘uei Huan, Resident iv Tibet, reports 
the depariure of the usual mission from 
the Panshen Erdeni Lama of Teshilumbo 
for Peking with the proper tribute aries 
Request. had been made by the Tibetan 
authorities to change the route of the 
mission from the Szechuan road to that by 
Sining and Kansu. This application was 
set aside on a memorial to the Throne 
from the Governor-General of Kansu, and 
the mission takes its usual route. It left 
Teshilumbo on the 24th August 1892, and 
memorialist reports the escort arrange- 
ments. The members of the mission are 
an abbot and thirty priests and followers.

SHANTUNG, REMOVAL OF PEOPLE IN 
FLOODED VILLAGES. 

In Shantung, between Chinan Fu and 
the sea there are eight districts (Chous or 
Asiens), all of which have a good many 
villages lying actually within the Yellow 
River embankments. The lands round 
these villages are perpetually submerged, 
and the inhabitants consequently. in the 
greatest distress. As has already been 
anaounced in the Gazette the Governor has 
undertaken the task of transferring these 
people to more suitable spots ; and he now 
reports that their removal is accomplished. 
After the freshets of this summer the 
depth of the floods was greater than ever ; 
those people who had not yet left the 
villages were pretty nearly reduced to the 
condition of fish ; and they had to be taken 
away in buats. ‘The total number of fami- 
lies transferred amounts to 33,297, belong- 
ing to 350 villages. The new villages built 
are 339, and the cost of the whole under- 
taking is Tis. $26,115. The new vi 
ate at various distances, from half a mile 
totwo miles, away from the old ones. Asthe 
water retires in the winter and spring, they 
will be able to cultivate crops of wheat. The 
Governor is much ple with what he 
Soon and son that officials of 
the Han Dynasty and the Ming 
have lang ego desared that tho femal of 
the population is an important matter in 
dealing with rivers. 

INSPECTION OF TREASURIES, 

The Director-General of the Yellow 
River and Grand Canal reports that in 
accordance with the regulations, he has 
made his annual inspection of the funds in 
the treasuries of the two Tactais, who have 
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charge of sections of the Grand Canal. 
The silver was weighed in his presence, 
‘and the fineness of the touch was verified. 
In each case the proper sum. was forth- 
coming, namely in one treasury Tis. 
10,880.5.0.1, and cash 24,966 ; in the other 
Tis. 406.4.0.5.3.

FORGERY OF AN OFFICIAL DOCUMENT. 
In the Governor of Shensi’s ymén there 
was a supervumery clerk named Chao, 
who had an acquaintaince called Liv, a 
native of Kanchiian in Kiangsu. In the 
1873 Li An-chi, an official belonging 
to Tali in Shensi, bought Liv’s sister as 
a concubine and took hier back to Shen-i. 
In 1880 Liu went to Shensi with a quantity 
of articles for sale, ebony chairs and 
tables, paintings, jade ornaments, and 80 
on. By this time Li An-chi’s original 
chief wife was dead, and Liu's sister, who 
had given birth toa son and two daughters. 
was promoted into her place. Liu went 
to pay his respects to Li An-chi, and in- 
duced him to buy a few tables and chairs, 
which were paid for in full at the time j 
‘but the rest of things Liu sold to 
other persons, From that time forward 
Liu often went to Li An-chi’s house; and 
after the death of the latter, which oc- 
curred in two years time, the widow kept 
him in the house to help her look after 
her affairs, He, however, abused his posi- 
tion of trust and cheated’ her out of large 
sums. The suspicions of the deceased's 
mother-in-law and other relations were 
gradually excited, and after a quarrel Liu 
was turned out of the house. Liu imagined 
that» relation named Li Pai-sbun was at 
the bottom of this. He therefore to 
revenge himself brought an action against 
Li Pai-shun, charging the defendant with 
Separating relatives and embezzling trust 
funds. However, he not only lest his case, 
Dut was ordered to discontinue all relations 
with his sister, the widow, and to return to 
his own province, Instead of ubeying, he 
went to Sian Fu and lived there quietly. 
Presently the widow, her son, and her 
mother-in-law, all died one after the other, 
and a family council selected an adopted 
gon for Li An-chi. When his sister's 
funeral ceremonies were being performed, 
‘Liu went to the house to take part in the 
lamentations; but the members of the 
family reminded him of the judgment 
which had been delivered against bim and 
refused to let him onter the premises. 
Smarting under this rebuff he lodged a 
paint at the Governor's office, accusing 
i Pai-shun and the other membors of the 
family of improper behaviour towards 
him, and stating that Li An-chi owed 
him’ Tls, 3,900 for jade articles bought 
from him.’ ‘The case was referred to 
the local magistrate, who decided against 
Liu, and again sentenced him to be sent 
home. On the receipt of the magistrate’s 
report, the Governor confirmed the finding, 
and further ordered Liu to be deprived of 
his rank of licentiate as a punishment for 
his litigiousness. But before he could be 
got hold of, Liu heard what, wxs impend- 
ing on him ‘and disappeared. He, after a 
time, came back to Sian Fu and formed 
an acquaintavce with the clerk, Chao. 
Talking over the affair with Chao, he 
expressed his wish to pay off old scores 
with the Li fami); and ubtain some of 
their money. If Chac could succeed in 
obtaining the reversal of the past decisions, 
get Li Pai-shun punished, and the price of 
the jade paid, wate ‘willing to make 
him a very handsome present. Chao was 
tempted by the bait and said that he 
thought he could manage the business. 
As it was necessary that there should be 
some written proof of the debt, he asked 
for Liu’s old accounts, and by’ changing 
names and figures contrived to show a 
claim againat Li An-chi. He hoped that 
the judge would terminate the suit by a 
compromise and order something to be 
to Liv, out of which he would get 




















some recompense. He also decided that 
the case should be taken before the Taotai 
of the circuit, with whom it would have a 
better chance, as it had not been in that 
officer’s court before. Next he. told Liu 
that he had a friend in the legal depart- 
ment at the Governor's, a secretary named 
Chang Shu-yen, who had promised that 
he would arrange for the case to be sent’ 
before the Taotai and would secure a 
favourable decision. Liu therefore gave 
him Tls. 100 for Chang, and when Chao 
said this was not enough, he promised Ts. 
200 more in a few days, besides the, large 
present which Chao was to have at the 
successful termination of the case. Chao 
then made Liu write a petition to the 
Governor, which he took charge of. 
‘Having forged some instructions from the 
Governor, he attached them to the petition 
with a seal cut from an old paper, and 
despatched them to the Taotai in the 
ordinary course. About this time Liu's 
wife noticed that Chao was frequently com- 
ing to their house, and asked her husband 
what it was about. Her husband told her 
what was going on and bade her be sure to 
keep it secret. When the document reached 
the Taotai, that officer failed to notice the 
fraud, and summoned the parties before 
him. But the case was decided as before ; 
and Liu got no benofit from the hearing. 
In due time the Tatai sent in a report 
which reached the Governor just as he 
returned from an official journey. There 
was thus a huge pile of papers waiting to 
be examined, and in his hurry the Governor 
did not discover the forgery. As Chao was 
afraid of Liu’s recriminations after the 
failure of the suit, he pretended to be 
ill, obtained leave of absence and di 
appeared. Shortly afterwards Liu wa: 
taken sick and died, after again speak- 
ing to his wife about the affair, of which 
he gave her a full account. As soon as 
Chang heard of his death he came back and 
recommenced his official duties. Thinking 
that Mrs, Liu asa woman would be easily. 
cheated, he went to her and demanded the 
remainder of the money which he said had 
been promised to him, But she was not 
to be bullied, and a violent altercation 
ensued between them. Somehow the story 
came to the ears of the Governor, who at 
‘once caused Chao to be arrested, and Mrs. 
Liu to be summoned to give evidence. 
She told her story, and Chao confessed to 
its truth. There’ were only two matters 
in doubt, one whether he actually received 
‘Tis, 300, as she said, or only Tis. 100; the 
other, wether the’ secretary Chang re- 
ceived part of the money and was privy to 
the fraud. As to the first point Mrs. Liu 
did not appear to be positive, and direct 
proof could only be obtained of the payment 
of the smaller sum. The latter is there- 
fore assumed to be the correct amount. 
On the second point, namely Chang’s com- 
plicity, Chao's testimony wavered very 
much. At first he asserted it positively, 
and then, when confronted with Chang, 
withdrew it, saying that he had alleged it 
falsely in the hopes of shifting part of the 
blame on to the other man’s shoulders. 
In conclusion the Governor states that the 
sentence which he has passed on Chao, is 
that of being sent into penal servitude in a 
malarious region on the Kuangsi or the 
Yunnan frontier. As to the secretary 
Chang ; no corruption has been proved 
against him, but the documents must have 
passed through his hands when they were 
returned to the Governor, and he there- 
fore showed great carelessness in not 
detecting the fraud. He has therefore 
been ordered to be deported to his native 
province. The Governor has already in a 
previous memorial reported himself and 
the Taotai for the receipt of a penalty 
on account of their want of vigilance.— 
Referred to the Board of Punishments.

Markets.—Report by the Inspector is 

ubmitted stating that during January he 
visited the markets and butcher shops daily, 
and always found them well supplied with 
good and wholesome articles of food. ‘The 
cattle kept at Pah-sien-jao, and. thos 
brought to the various slaughter hous 
have been found healthy and in good con- 
dition. 

‘The number of animals slaughtered to 
supply the foreign market during the 
month has been oxen 621, sheep 1,102, 
calves 108, pigs 67; and brought to the 

9 for native use oxen 29, water 

wuffaloes 35, sheep (dead) 8, and ponies 7. 
One ox was sick, and one dead, and two 
water buffaloes were dead when disposed of 
to the grease sops ; the others were all 
healthy, although a good many of them 
were in very poor condition, 

There has been an abundant. supply of 
beef, mutton, and fish during the month, 
and ‘all of good quality. Game has been 
‘scarce and dear, aud there has been a very 
limited supply of vegetables, mostly of 
inferior quality. 

The ponies at the native livery stables 
are in fairly good health and condition, 
323 carriages have been licensed for 
February against 165 last month, and 292 
for the same mouth last year. 

2,894 jinricshas, and 2,912 wheelbarrows 
have also been licensed.

““T hove caused three of the leaders of the 
disturbance to be arrested. ‘Their names 
are Yau Foo-sung, Tang Shun-shun and 
Wong-hsi. 

After hearing the case, they were sentenced 
to severe punishment by means of the 
bamboo and cangue, This will be a warning 
toothers. ‘The fourth man has not yet been 
arrested. He has run away from Shanghai. 
‘The petitioner requests that the foregoing 
be transmitted to the Consul-General. 

‘The Taotai therefore makes this reply, and 
requests that the Municipal Counc! shall 
be informed of the punishment of the 


rioters.

Str,—I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 7th inst. enclos- 
ing translation of a despatch from the Taotai 
intimating that in accordance with his in- 
structions the City Magistrate had three of 
the ringleaders of the riot at Yangtze-poo in 
December last, arrested, and that after the 
case was inquired into, they were sentenced 
to be bambooed and cangued »s a warning to 
others, the fourth man he states, was not

‘The Council are pleased to learn that this 
has been done, and they desire me to thank 
you on their behalf for having so strongly 
urged upon the Taotai the necessity 1or this 
step being taken, which they hope will pre- 
vent the recurrence of a similar outrage on 
the part of the country people at any future 
time.

Shanghai, 14th February, 1893, 

Since the date of my last memorandum 
(6th February) cases of small- 
have still further diminish 
natives.

Among foreigners so far as I can ascertain, 
there have four fresh cases since the 
6th of Feb. These have all been treated in the 
General Hospital; among them there has been 
one death. 

The inoculation of small-pox practised 
throughout the Empire, is of course an im- 
portant factor in the ‘production and dis- 
semination of the disease, Although I cannot 
say that the cases at present occurring in the 
Settlement are at all largely due to this 
practice, I am still of opinion that a certain 
number have been produced in this way. 
Small-pox is freely inoculated in the nati 
city and the surrounding district. In conse- 

juence of representations what I made to the 
Gouneil in the end of 186%, inoculation of 
small-pox within the limits of the foreign 





settlement was forbidden by the then Taotai. 
Taotai Tu's edict is dated Sth February, 
1870. ‘The following translation is taken from 
my report tor 187. 

“ Whereas on the 4th inst. a joint despatch 
was addressed to the Taotai by the several 
Treaty Power Consuls residing in Shanghai 
tothe following effect,” —the despatch is here 
quoted at length,—the Taotai considers it is 
of the greatest importance that this foreign 
method of vaccination should be adopted in 
China. Long a vaccine Hospital was 
established at the Temple Gardens within 
the city, where physicians were invited to 
operate free of charge, and this institution 
has now for several years been attended with 

ood results, \Whereas at the present time a 
ike free Institution has been put in operation 
in the Foreign Settlement on purely benevo- 
lent principles, it is my duty to issue this 
proclamation for the protection of all classes, 
and you are hereby to know that vaccination 
is both economical and safe, and those who 
wish to be vaccinated are at liberty to go for 
that purpose either to the Temple Gardens 
Hospital, or the Foreign Institutions in the 
Settlements, and the use of the native system 
of inoculation is peremptorily forbidden within 
the Settlement as it is buneful to foreigners.” 

‘A Special Proclamation, 

The ‘Free Institution” in the foreign 
Settlement, referred to in this edict, has 
Tong been closed, but vaccinations are 
done, and, I believe, free of churge, in 
all the hospitals for’ Chinese established 
in the district under foreign superinten- 
dance; attendance for the purpose being 
voluntary, the patients »re comparatively few 
in number. ‘The Chinese medical officer of 
the Shantang Road Hospital still attends the 
Vaccination “Dispensary established in the 
native city by the Taotai. Dr. Chung-foo 

there daily in spring, and twice a week 
in, winter, ‘The work is stopped entirely 
during the hot weather. 7,049 vaccinations 
were done in the dispensary in 1892, 

The question of compulsory vaccination 
amoug the Chinese need scarcely be discussed 
here,” The power to enforce this is certainly 
not vested in the Council, and, unless I am 
greatly mistaken, the measure would not be 
sanctioned by the Chinese authorities, 

A letter appeared in yesterday's issue of 
the North-China, Daily’ Nees from "De 
Elizabeth Reifsnyder of the Margaret 
Williamson Hospital stating that a native 
tailor had brought his child for treatment to 
the hospital ou account of a sore mouth, and 

literally covered with most recent marks 
(cf small-pox) in fact the scabs were searvely 
off the child.” Capt. McEuen at once com- 
municated with Dr. Reifynyder, and was in- 
formed that the tailor's name was * Charley,” 






































and that he lived in Li Hongkew, Late 
on the evening of the eame day, after 
some diffcultyy the house and the man 


were found; the child was ia Pootuug. 
Along with Capt. McEuen I visited the house 
this morning. ‘The house is a small one, and 
looked farrly clean, ‘The work room was on 
the ground floor, and the whole front was 
open, the work, at the time of my visit, being 
practically carti-d on in the open oir. The 
man and his family which included three 
children, were there and all appeared in good 
health ; ‘the baby. which had had small pox, 
was, he said, in Pootung. ‘The man’s name 
on his business card is Chow Yue-lay, His 
statement was as follows :— 


On the 10th day of 10th moon (28th Nov., 
1892), he sent his child to Pootung to bis 
brother's wife's house to be inoculated with 
small-pox, believing that the practice was 
forbidden’ in the foreign Settlement. His 
brother works as a tailor in the native city, 
and, when the child was sick, it was sent 
from Pootung to his brother's house in the 
city, and remained there being neither take 
back to Pootung nor to his own house in Li 
Hongkew. On account of the sore mouth 
(referred to in Dr. Reifsynder’s letter), the 
child was taken from the city to the Margaret 
Williamson Hospital. It is now back again 
in Pootung, and, he positively affirms, has 
never been in his house in Li Hongkew while 
suffering from the effects of the inoculation, 
It is of course impossible to substantiate 
Chow, Yue-lay’s statements ; but.» man livin 
in Li Hongkew would scarcely take his chil 
to such » distant Hospital as the Margaret 











Williamson, with other Hospitals under for. 
eign superintendence so close at hand ; a may 
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living in the native city, would, on the other 
hand, find the Margaret Williamson Hospital 
‘the most conveniently situated. For this, 
among other reasons, 1 am inclined to re- 
gard Chow Yue-lay’s’ statement as substan- 
tially correct. So far, however, as the dis- 
‘semination of small-pox is concerned, the fact 
remains that this man had from time to time 
eeu handling his child while suffering severe-

TIENTSIN MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 

Report of the British Municipal Council, 
‘Tientsin, for the year ending Bist. December, 
1892, for presentation to the Landrenters, at 
the annual meeting. to be held in the Town 
Hall, on the 24th Janvary, 189% 

‘The Councillors elected at the Landrenters’ 
meeting of 29th January, 1892 constituted 
themselves as follows: —G. Detring, Chairman, 
W. W. Dickinson, Hon, Treasurer, A. D, 
Startseff, Ed. Cousins, James Wilson, Coun- 
cillors. 

Mr. E, Heyl having been re-elected auditor 
on behalf of the Landrenters, has duly 
audited the Municipal accounts as now pre- 
sented. 

Roads.—The principal works have been the 
raising of the Cemetery and Boundary Roads, 
the reforming of the Hsinynen Road, the 
remaking of the Feilung Road, the remetall- 
ing of about 150 yards of the Race Course 
Road, and the levelling of the continuation of 
the Meadows Road, past Messrs. MoLeish and 
Buchheister’s feus,’which is also being made 
up with broken brick and old materials. ‘The 
Roads, generally, both within and without 














the settlement, have had careful attention, 
and are in good repair. 

Bund and Wharres,—Much ofthe planking 
and under-framing of the wharves and jetties 
has been renewed, and well tarred, and. 
many of the piles refaced and spliced. 
‘A swinging dock has been excavated om 
the East Bank of the river, and mooring. 
posts put down for the convenience of ship- 
ping. Four new landing-stages were co! 
structed at the beginuing of the year, The 
roadway has been kept in as good a state of 
repair as the heavy and peculiar natare of the 
traffic admits of. “The excessive damage done 
by trolleys compelled the Council to put a 
small tax on them. 

Drainaje,—The drains along the Meadows 
Road have been remade and those along the 
Taku Road, at the back of Victoria Park, 
have been widened and deepened, to con: ey 
water fro the bottom of Meadows Road and 
ita continuation, to the Municipal stables 
pond. ‘The drainage of the settlement, so far 
Eeat present provided for,has throughout been 
kept up to the usual condition of effiienoy. 

ighting.—There is w slight increase in the 
cost of Lighting over the estimated expend 
tre under that head, due to an increase in 
the shipping roqnirements, 

Town Hall.—Some economy was effected 
last year in the working of the heating appa- 
ratus. A new distribution of the apparatus 
completed in November will, it is hoped, lead 
to further economy. So far it promises well; 
but, at this early period of the cold seasou, 
it would be premature to anticipate the final 
result. The alteration hax been carried out 
at-a very sinall expense, and has at least pro- 
vided a very useful increase of space under 
the Town Hall, 

Victoria Park. ~"Phe greenhouses have been 
put in thorough repair and painted, Several 
new ond substantial benches have been 
placed in the park. 

A new urinal, with earth closets, has been 
erected in the Municipal Compound, and a Fire 
Eugine house added to the Police Quarters, 
































with an opening direct on the Victoria Road. 
A yard for the storage of lime, road metal, 
o>, has heen formed by walling ju a pioee of 
ground adjoining Mv.” MeLeish’s feu. ‘two 





on water-carts have been in use since 
ly inthe year. ‘The new fire engine has 
been found, by actual experience at a fire, to 
be a serviceable machine Many young trees 
have been planted in different parts of the 
ettlement. 
‘The office of Inspector of Police havin 
become vacant in July, it was not considere 
necessary to fill it up until the short days 
made it probable that extra vigilance would 
be required of the Police. ‘The Council then 
appointed Mr, L. A. Jeanvenaud to be Inspec- 
tor, an office for which his knowledge of 
Chinese is one of his useful qualifications, 
‘The balance in hand at the close of the year 
is ls. 2,806.27, exclusive of w small atnount 
owed for unpaid feus and rents. ‘There are 
also Tis. 3.000 on deposit at the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, ‘The return of revenue 
from feus this year is considerably more than 
double that derived from the same source last 
year, a fact that, considering thisas a perman- 
ent source of municipal revenue, is eminently 
satisfactory, ‘The handsome buildings erected 
outside the Settlement by private persons, 
have greatly increased the value of the pro- 
erty of the Municipality, and will probably 
Rend'to more buildings of s similar character 
being erected to the advantage of the per- 
manent income from the established feu 
system. A small income is also derived this 
year from trolleys and carriages, and this 
will probably grow. On the other hand, 
wages and the cost of clothing have slightly 
increased, owing to the extra policing of the 
Settlement. ‘The Decauville Railway, having 
served its purpose in transporting materials 
for the construction of the 'fown Hall and 
filling in certain outside lots, has been sold at 
a moderate discount off its cost, and forms an 
item on the credit side of our Balance Sheet. 
Notwithstanding considerable depression in 
mercantile affairs, and the continually fallin 
rate of exchange, the traffieon the British Bun 
maintains its position ; and wemay, therefore, 
look forward to.as good a financial result forthe- 
year 1893 as the accounts now eubmitted 
exhibit for the present year,

CHOU HAN AT’ WORK AGAIN. 


To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cutxa Dany News, 





+ Sun,—Two of the London Mission con- 
verts, Messrs. P'eng and Yen, have just 
returned from Changsha, ‘They are both 
Hunan men, and, s0 far as we can see, 
earnest Christian men. They left us for 
1» the 6th of December lust, 
wi f being able to do some 
Christian work within che walls of th 

‘Though not in the ewploy of the Mission, 
we were only tuo glad to second their 
attempt, and supply them with Christian 
books and tracts. On their arrival they 
found everything very quiet at Changsha 5 
























| the anti-fureign excitement had died down, 





and they resolved on commencing opera 
tions without delay. All went well with 
them for several days. ‘They sold Christian 
books openly in the streets of the city, and 
took in about six hundred cash a day. 
They also spoke of Christ-and the Gospel 
in the tea-shoys and other places without 
the least interruption, They happened to 
meet with two men engaged in the work of 
selling auti-foreign literature. They spoke 
to them about the illegality of their con- 
duct, xnd both men at once apologised and 
begged forgiveness, Mr, P'eng had re- 
ceived an invitation to visit Mr, Jen Chen 

siang, the bare-lip men who was cured at 
the Loudon Mission Hospital some time 
fg, and concerning whose cute Tsou you 
a few particulars in December last. Mr. Jen, 
as you. will remember, is the son of the lato 
Jen Siang-yiien, who at one time was 
uunjor-general in the Canton provinee. 
Mr. Jen, who lives ina very Inrge house, 
about 40 [i fom Changsha, gave my friend 
a right royal veception. He invited about 
20 of his literary friends to dine with him 
and to hear what he had to say about the 
Christian religion. All seemed highly 
pleased with what they heard, and my 
friend P*eng returned to the ‘city with 
a heart full of gratitude and praise. 
Moreover, the Christians met regularly for 
worship ab.the house of Mr. Siau, one of 
the London Mission converts residing i 

the city of Changsbh 
they prayed, read, and expounded the 
Scriptures, and sang hymps, as. we are 
wont to do at Hankow ; several outsiders 
joined them in these devotions, and most 
expressed themselved as highly pleased 
with what they saw and heard. 

‘This state of things continued for ten or 
fifteen days. By this time our old enemy 
Chou Han had become aware of the presence 
and doings of the converts, and on the 4th

Ou the 6th he came once more, but 
me accompanied by a number of lik 
led friends, Having made further in: 
quities about the buoks, he demanded that 
‘Mr. P'eng shouldbe produced and delivered 
to the mob to be beaten, Fortunately my 
friend was absent on the occasion, On 
the same day the head constable uf the ward 
came to ask for copies of the Christian 
‘bovks, saying that he wanted them for the 
ungistrate, who wished to have copies « 
exch kind.” The books were given, and on 
the following morning, long before the 
aun was up, a deputy from the district 
magistrate made his appearance at Mr, 
Siau's hose. Having taken down the 
names of P*eng, Yen, und Siau, and having 
sealed the books, which he found in their 
possession, he told them that they must 
leave the city within three days, and thar 
during these three days they ‘were for- 
hidden to sell Christian tracts or preach 
the Christian religion, Ou the 8h, being 
Sunday, the Christiana met as usual for 
worship, and everything was perfectly 
quiet. Ou the 10h, Mr, Siau and his 
family wero put out of the city by the 
constable, and on the 11th, Mr. Peng had 
low, All the bouks’ were taken to 
the bvat-hong and the Christians were 
ordered to leave nt once, bag and baggage, 
But Messrs, PYeng and Siau felt it tw bo 
their duty to stick to the plice as long ax 
possible, ev during the following four duys 
they entered the city xgxin and again, 
‘They found the people quite friendly, aud 
were beginning to hope that their diffi ul- 
ties would soon be over. On the 15th, 
however, they were unfortunate enough to 
imeet their old enemy the constable, He 
was very angry with them, thrust them 
out of the city, aud told them that the 
orders of the magistrate were imperative, 
and that, if they id not leave the place 
immediately they would not only bring 
themselves’ into trouble, but involve him 
iu trouble also. As they dared nut enter 
the city uguin, they took a buat, and 
started on tie 17th for Hlankow, Such is a 
brief account of the first attempt mady by 
ustive Christians to carry the Gospel into 
the city of Chungsha. I chink mauy of 
your readers will agroo with me that it was 
‘a brave attempt, and that these Hunan 
Christians have shown themselves to. be 
men of geeat courage and dowuright 
enrnestuess, 

Lhave often said that our difficulty is not 
with the people of China, ‘The experience 
of these men shows that remark holds 
god even with -regard to the people of 
Changeha, ‘They had no trouble whatever 
with the people, and they might have been 
there atill had not the magistrate himself 
ordered them away. How far the magis- 
trate was influenced by Chou Han and the 
ronmant of his clique I cannot say. My 
own impression is that the power of that 
mischievous coterie is pretty well broken, 
and (hut iu this cage Oliou Hau’s emiasaries 
simply acted as spies and informants, 
‘Phe Changsha district magistrate hinself 
ia responsible for the expulsion of these 
converts, aud the action simply means 
that the prefession and propagation of 
Christianity shall not be tolerated in the 
capital of Hunan. The new Governor 
Wu Tu-chéng ia supposed to be friendly ; 
but this hostile act has been perpetrated 
under hig very eyes, aud, I fear, with his 
cognisance and approval.

Sm,—Yesterday, there was brought to 
my notice one of the most criaiinal acts on 
the part of a Chinese tailor here, that I 
felt it my duty to ask for space in 
paper, in order that the foreign commanity 
may be on their guard, and in order 
that sume means may be devised by which 
those tailors, who work for foreigners, 
can be compelled to have their children 
vaccinated xt an exrly age, 

The following incident ought to be 
sufficient to prove that sume strong measures 
are necessary fur protection against chis 
Tuathsome disease. 

Yesterday there was brought to the 
hospital a baby suffering with a sore mouth 
and beowuse it could not eat. ‘The father, a 
tailor, brovght the baby in his arms to 
the hospital for treatment, a diepensary 
pationt. That baby was literally covered with 
most recent marks ; in fuct the scabs were 
hardly off the child, But the point I wis 
to make is this, ‘That tailor has never ceane 
work during this child's illness, has never 
coxsed gving in and out of many foreign 
homes, and yet he knew that if it wero 
Known that there was small-pox in. his 
house 0 one would employ him. 

We, who are nt all acquxinted with the 
Chinese and their mode of living, are very 
well aware that every garment. that tailor 
wore was must thoroughly infected, . be~ 
cause the baby would sleep in the same 
bed with its parents, would be cared for 
more or Jess by its father and the very 
clothes that csme in contact and were 
in the atmosphere of this diseased child, 
wore the clothes that he wore when he took 
his measurements and did his firting of 
women and children, His very quene was 
fall of disease ; bis hovse was full of disense 
and yet the clothing of his customers hung 
there for days. 

Before that man would lose a few dollars, 
before ho would put himself to the trouble 
to move his child some distance away, 
he would expose scores if not more of 
foreignors not only to disease but to death 
itself. 

Need I say more?

garden by flourishing his baton, ‘The dog, 
which I had taken for a peaceable, unob- 
trusive cur, upon seeing the policeman, 
pounced upon him in an instant, snarled 
and endeavoured to bite hin, which he, 
however, apparently did not succeed 
in doing’ as the prliceman defended him 
self most energetically with his baton.

COLLISION AT WOOSUNG. 


THE SYDNEY RAMMED BY THE 
EAICUMI. 


At 11.45 a.m, on Saturday the Chinese 
ram Kaichi ran into the M.M. Co.’s steamer 
Syduey at anchor in the anchorage above 
the Wousung Lighthouse, and struck her 
on the starboard side ‘abaft the after 
gaugway and below the water line, making 
4 large hole. ‘fhe Sydney commenced to 
sink and the water flooded the after com- 
partment up to the lower deck. Bedding 
and other things were stuffed in the hole 
and the ship's pumps were set to work 
a8 soon as steni could be ot up, but the 
water gained steadily up till 9_p.m, when 
har atten toached the ground. WE Gbapaah, 
as soon as he was advised of the accident, 
proceeded to Woosung and afterwards 
arranged for powerful wrecking pumps to 
be sent down to the steamer. Those were 
sent down by Boyd and Co. on Sunday 
morning at half-past 7 o'clock and were 
placed in position, while a couple of suction 
pads were lent by the French gunboat 
Lnconstant to be placed over the hole. The 
Custums divers, Messrs Paine and Wilson, 
with their gear left for the Sydney on Sune 
day morning. All Saturday night the 
steamer’s own pumps were at work, and 

Sunday the Sydney's bow was high out of 














e water, though her f sub-

THE SOURCES OF THE 
ANTI-FOREIGN DISTURBANCES 


IN CHINA, 
——+—_— 
By tae Rev. Greert Rem, ma,

‘THE SOURCES AS FOUND IN FOREIGN TRADE 
AND ITS REPRESENTATIVES, 

(3) The third and last specification which 
we deem necessary to make under the pre- 
sent section, is the immorality and harsh 
conduct of some of the foreign residents in 
China, who are supposed to represent a 
Christian civilisation, We do not wish to 
lay any undue stress on the point as stated, 
still less to argue it from an internal con: 
sciousness, but we are convinced that if 
all the chief factors in this very complex 
problem are to be brought to the light, this 
‘one cannot be omitted. It may be far less. 
a serious factor than many others which we 
examine, but # failure to at least mention 
it would tend to special and undue em. 
phasis on the rest, and promote a partiality 
injurious to the whole problem. 

‘Canton has had over three hundred and 
sixty years of intercourse with foreign 
peowles but the feeling there is far from 

riendly, and the reason is in part the sense 
of humiliation from the triumph of Western 
force, and partly from the inroads of 
European immorality. In the olden da; 

of buceaneering the animosity along the 
southern coast was so intense, that) fifty 
years of treaty regulations and a better 
intercourse have failed totally to remove it. 











Dr. Graves of Canton thus wrote in 1885 
after the violence displayed in that province 
the autumn before : “Phe moral sense of 
the better class of minds has heen shocked 
by she opium trade, the cooie traf, and 
the legalised gambling and piracy of Hong. 
kong and Macao, ‘These two ports at eithey 
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side of the Lintin Bay have been the out- 
ts of immorality in the eyes of the 
thinese. ... . What was the introduction 
of the foreigner to Swatow? As a dealer 
in opium and coolies. Is it surprising then 
that the popular estimate of the foreigner 
is low in the eyes of the Cantonese? 
Human nature is such that it emphasi 
the objectionable points in an enemy or a 
rival, and overlooks the favourable ones. 
Especially is this the ease in times of popu- 
lar excitement.” 

That missionaries, who have circulated 
tracts and exhorted’ in public against the 
opium evil, the debauchery of gambling 
and lottery, and the danger of the kkidnap- 

er with his coolie speculation, should suffer 
irom those who have heen’ incensed by 
these evils and crimes, is indeed a hard 
fate, but if the missionary wishes to main- 
tain an association with the good forces of 
his fellow-countrymen, he eannot altogether 
be free from the danger of the had forces. 

‘The tyrannical and brutal treatment 
which many a foreigner in past years in- 
flicted on the Chinese, seems wellnigh in- 
credible to one who dwells in the softer and 
purer refinement of to-day ; bus the germs 
of revenge were then planted and nourish- 
ed. To be sure a Chinese ‘ hoy” may not 
resent the little fits of passion from his 
master, if only he secure some pecuniary 
advantage ; but the feeling is different 
in the breast of a total stranger. A 
drunken sailor goes reeling down’ the 
atreets and smashes the head of an innocent 
Coolie ; a first-ofticer on a coast steamer 
curses a poor hard-working ‘“sampan” man, 
and pours on his head and clothes a pail of 
foul filth for his failure to understand 
foreign talk ; a merchant ‘goes up coun- 
try” and in a drunken revel pounds every 
one around him, and is threatened with a 
moh ; a traveller passes down the street of 
an inland city, und on hearing the epithet 
“foreign. devil,” strikes a child, and is 
followed by a howling and enraged crowd ; 
all these are samples which we bring forth 
from tho foreign intercourse, whose out- 
come is hatred, revenge, and in due time, 
by combining others similarly disaffected, 
real riot. 

What is tho effect, moreover, on the 
foreigners’ general safety, of other forms of 
immorality and indecency, so customary to 
the free life of the treaty-ports! At first 
thought, not any ; but a closer study points 
out a complication. The foreigner is far 
from making enemies among the Chinese 
hy hh ats. of indulgence and dissipation, 
in fact he is rather liked and applauded 
Let, however, a vast delegation of foreign 
missionaries go up and down the land, as 
well as at all the ports, preaching to the 

roud Confucianist and’ the superstitious 
Idolater a life of repentance and virtue, the 
Toprosentative ws they think of foreign 
religion, then they bring to mind those 

" as they call them, at 
































other ‘Christians, 
the ports, who practise something diferent 
froni a pure virtue, and so with feelings of 
resistance to the missionary movement and 
the Christian religion, they enter on a 
counter crusade, carienturing and maligning 
the Christian faith and pouring forth to 
the popular delight sheet after sheet on the 
fraud and sensuality of the foreign  mis- 
sionary and his native converts. ‘The sum 
total as it seems to the few, who want to 
believe the foul stuff and ‘promulgate it 
to the credulous populace, is merely this : 
“The foreigners are all one lot, and their 
aims are the foulest impurities. 

We rejoice in the growth of a higher 
morality at the ports, and the increased 
interest which foreign merchants, Consuls, 
and Customs’ men are beginning to take in 
the missionary movement ; and as injury 
has resulted from the bad influences of 
by-gone days, so we hope for, yea, already 
see, the favourable outcome in deeds of 
generosity and uprightness, and the bles- 
sings of peace, both bodily and spiritually, 
as individuals and a community, which 
come with them, ‘The foreigner has already 














a reputation for honesty and truthfulness ; 
ies him now mods it for his purity and 
Kindliness, and so exhibit the superior 
ethies of the Christian religion. 





THE SOURCES AS FOUND I8 TRE ROMAN 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

Having considered as fairly as possible 
the non-missionary portion of the foreign 
residents in China, it is now incumbent 
to consider with equal fairness the mis- 
sionary class, representing the peoples 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
France, Germany and Austria, Italy, Spain, 
and Portugal, Belgium, Holland and 
Scandinavia, the United States, Canada 
and Australasia, 

In conversation with a certain Taotai, 
who had been educated in part by certain 
veterans in the missionary ranks, and who 
had visited the Christian nations of the 
West, I was surprised by hearing spoken 
in all mildness of tone, though possibly 
not in spirit, the following serious accusa- 
tion: “The missionary movement will 
do a great deal of harm to. our country.” 
And that no doubt speaks the real 
sentiments of not a few. To rebut the 
charge, it is not policy that we in 
turn accuse the accuser or misjudge his 
motives, nay we should acknowledge that 
even such a harsh criticism may be the 
expression of a deep patriotism and a love 
of truth and order. 

Speaking of the designs of those who 
instigated the riots along the Yangtze valley 
in 1891, the native organ in Shanghai, 
called the Shéupao, thus wrote at the 
time : “ People generally speak of these 
disturbances as being the outcome vf dis- 
agreements between the masses and the 
foreign religious orders.” ‘Then later on it 
adds: “‘However, it is not the dissatisfaction 
felt towards the churches, but it is under the 
pretence of dissatisfaction that troubles are 
caused.” This, we think, characterises the 
disturbances witha greateramountofaccura- 
cy, atleast the troubles which originated in 
189]. Itrecognises the composite nature ofa 
very difficult problem, the solution of which 
is not in recrimination or secret surmisings, 
but in a calm open discussion of all the real 
phases, 

In a previous section, when examining 
the culpability of the Chinese people, we 
pointed out ‘the false suspicions and the 
misconceptions which they entertained of 
the missionary movement, but in all fair- 
ness we must admit that if the missionaries 
themselves haye given no real cause for 
anti-foreign feeling, they have given an 
occasion, and perhaps if we delve more 
deeply, we may find here and there a little 
blame and remissness. AJ] that is needed, 
as in all the previous sections, is a correct 
induction from existing facts on the sound 
testimony of competent witnesses. 

Some time ago the Rev. John Ross, who 
generally writes with considerable clear- 
ness and moderation, penned an article on 
“The Riots and their Lessons,” in which 
he specified certain mistakes, as he con- 
ceived them in all fairness, in this mis- 
sionary body. Whereupon a critic appeared 
condemninghim in far from gentle language. 
After noticing the strictures as true or as 
false, he sums up thus: “‘In either case 
the evil of them [i.e. the strictures] is most 
manifest. They supply the enemy with 
further arguments against the cause ; they 
make it possible out of the missionary’: 
own mouth, as it were, to condemn him ; 
they lead an uninformed public to inevita- 
bly believe every anti-missionary tale, no 
matter how’ absurd ; they direct the sym- 
pathy of friends; beget suspicions ; give 
rise to divisions ; and in a word, play the 
very mischief.” While thus deprecating 
any attack on the missionaries,.the writer 
closes. his article with a strong rebuke 
to the Chinese officials. We only quote 
two sentences: “ There is but one cure 
for rigts, namely a wholesome fear of 



































the consequences on the part of those 
whoare notoriously ill-disposed. ‘This fear 
the magistrates can put upon. the people, 
if they: are so required.” This method 
of partiality may be pleasing to the mission- 
ary sense of self-protection, but the sense of 
general or common justice requires a more 
general treatment or none at all. What we 
have written about certain short-comings in. 
the Chinese mandarins is no doubt highly 
satisfactory to our cautious and admonitory 
friend, but we confess that such restrictions 
alone ‘would not satisfy our own sense of 
fairness, and we doubt if the majority of 
our readers would heartily approve of such 
one-sidedness. Adherence to the truth, 
however reactionary the force on one’s self, 
is never to be feared, if the main object of 
our cause be one of truth and the repulsion 
of error aud misconception. 

The missionary body, however, is a varied 
one, and it is essential to the truth that we 
discriminate. Failure to do so may injure 
the innocent for the fault of the guilty. In 
reading the mass of proclamations, Edicts, 
and articles, we have noticed the tendency 
to speak of missionaries as one body or of 
Christians as of one Religion, ‘Thus th 
writer of the article ‘ Defensio Popa 
adds » postscript : “What I have written 
above applies equally to Protestant and to 
Catholic missions in China.” “So long as 
Protestanism and Romanism have not 
united under one head, and have lacked 
even the simple element of mutual con- 
ference ; are different in many methods of 
works in certain rites, and in a few points 
of doctrine ; are in fact different organisa- 
tions, we deem it mexpedient to mix them 
together in a clear and candid review. As 
the Circular of the ‘Tsungli Yamén in 1871 
remarked “The people in general, unaware 
of the difference which exists” between 
Protestantism and Roman Catholicism, con- 
found these two religions ander this latter 
denomination.” We, however, propose to 
(discriminate between the two, and will 
hence first point out the sources of trouble, 
as we understand them, in the Roman 
Church in China, and then in, Protestan- 
tism,

At a meeting of the Singapore Chamber

I'S GONE, ALL GONE, AND 'M 
GOING TOO. 

For many a year did the same man sweep a 
certain street-crossingin Hampstead. ‘Through 
all seasons and in all weathers, there he 

vas, sweeping the crossing and taking such 
gratuities as were given him. ‘Time wore 
away, and he came to be eighty years old. 
He appeared at his post no more, A Indy 
district visitor looked him up at his lodgings, 
What a picture of squalid destitution, No 
fire, no food, no friends, Wife and family he 
had none—never had. ‘The poor old fellow 
was perishing of starvation, cf want. Some 
money was raised for his benefit and he was 
removed to a London Hospital. Here he lay 
several weeks sinking daily. ‘One night he 
was clearly very low. Near him stood one of 
the hospital physicians and a nurse, Seeing 
hino elutel, nervously at his pillow the nurse, 
supposing the patient desired to be raised up, 
put his arm beneath him to perform that 
service. In doing so the nurse's hand came 
in contact, with an object which he withdrew. 
It was a dirty little canvas bag tied with a 
leather string. As it was laid aside the. old 
man perceived what had been done, lifted his 
skeleton frame partially from the bed and, 
trembling with excitement, suid in a shrill 
whisper. ‘Ah my treasure, my treasure { 
It’s gone, all gone, and I'm going too !” and 
sank back dead. “The bag contained £500 in 
notes—the savings of his miserly life, And 
he, there, dead of starvation, even more than 
of age. ‘Well, what of it? you say. The 
Wretched old man was better dead than alive, 
Quite 80, but most human events have 
moral, a lesson, about them, if we keep an 
eye out for it. 

What, for example, can we learn from ‘the 
following facts ?—One night about ten years 
ago a man whose name we can furnish, went 
to bed as usual, apparently in good health and 
spirits. A few hours later he lay unconscious 
on the floor. In explanation he stated . shat 
be had been éeized, suddenly, with a pain of 
such violence that he was compelled to rise—— 
a pain in the chest. After rizing he lost, hjs 
senses and sank down on the spot where he 
had stood. His wife aroused by the noise, 
struck a light and saw her husband in. that 
situation. She afterwards declared he’ had 
gone black in the face, and that his eyes louk- 
ed as if they were starting out of his head, - 

Restoratives were applied which brought 
hhim to, but he was not as before. "So quickly 
and unexpectedly do we cross the Loundary 

































































line between two opposite bodily conditions. 
It is like stepping from the broad blaze of day 
into a damp cavern packed with darkness. 


He felt weak“und sick, with a strange ‘all 
gone” sensation throughout his whole syst 
Bis mouth tasted badly, and was filled with 
a slimy sort of phlegm, his head ached, he 
was unable to draw a deep breath. he walked 
with difficulty, and went about his business 
like aman who is haunted by a paralysing 
dream. 

Perplexed and alarmed he consulted phy-

PIHOH GOODS.—The 18th year of H.L.M, Kuang Hsii is fast ebbing out, and there is no question, so far as this trade is concerned, that 
its manner of closing is quite unprecedented, Business has been almost at’a standstill the whole of this month, buyers and sellers, as if by 
mutual consent, abstaining from any further transactions and waiting to see what the future will bring forth. The dispute between the 
manufacturers and the operatives in Lancasumms has been prolonged a much greater length of time than was ever expected, and has 
consequently had more influence on the market than it was anticipated would be the case at first, holders were therefore less confident 
of a maintenance of the high prices and were willing to sell as soon as they saw a reasonable profit, while the natives held back their 
indent order in the hopes of getting in on more favourable terms, the result being that Importers, have, very little unsold cargo and 
the visible supply is short of requirements, ‘The dealers here are naturally very jubilant, but not so the Timxtsix merchants, who 
have not yet made up their minds to invest th ‘sums brought here for that purpose, and with which they have consequently been 
flonding the money market, until at lat the native Banks refused to allow any interest on deposits, The quantity likely to be abipped 
dy the first steamers is not two-thirds of that which usually goes forward, Ixtax YARN alone being any where near last year's 





supply. 

There have been various rumours asthe likely date ofthe opening ofthe Paro, but nothing is definitely fixed yet, It is improbable, 
however, that steamers will leave here before the 3rd or 4th proximo, which is full early, considering the lateness of the New Year, as the 
festivities will be scarealy over and the country people not prepared to commence busines, in fact with the severe winter we have had 
ita very doubtful whether the merchants will be able to reach Trayrsts for a week or two at least after that date, 

In one or two exceptional cases Importers have accepted a moderate advance on former prices and business has resulted, but for the 
most part they have been doing nothing, and, as all clearances have stopped, the week’s holiday, which commences to-morrow, will be 
very welcome, Only the Niekie auction has taken place since the last mail left, so there is very little of interest to report, ‘The next 
five days will be close holidays and the ball will most likely be set rolling again by the wo auction on the 22nd inst, 

‘There is no particular news from MaNcnesex, the market certainly being no stronger, and for goods in stock there is evidently au 
anxiety to realise, as in several instances lower prices have been submitted here, for prompt shipment. 

‘Statistics, —I take this opportunity of publishing the total Imports and Deliveries for the last nine years, as the figures for 1892 
seem to be complete now. As far as the latter are concerned they show that the trade in Cotton goods is slowly but surely extending 
in spite of the growing consumption of Indian Yarns, all kinds being well up to the average, with the exception of White 
Shirtings. These were largely in over supply during 1890/01 and proved » very unsatisfactory investment. to Importers, the ehipmen 
last year being very considerably curtailed in consequence, but, judging by the prices ruling right up to the Autumn months, 
were apparently quite sufficient. Printed and D: are steadily increasing in favour, and it is satisfactory to eee that, the 

ies of Turkey Reds are overtaking the supply. In Woontexs, Camdets and Long Ells show a big decrease, but the others keep 
up fairly well, especially the heavier makes. ‘The consumption of Ixpiax YARN overtook the enpply last year for tho first time, 
evidently being stimulated by the low and popular prices established. "It is now approaching a point where China Cotton, at an average 
cost, can compete with it for native uses.
